I've never been much of a Stephen King fan. I always look askance at 
any novel ovor two hundred pages, especially a horror book; I mean 

if Poe coulctao it in fifteen pages... But anyway, Jeanine ! s a big Stephen 
King fan, and I've always liked Stanley Kubrick's films, so we trundled off 
to see the movie last week. 

As these kind of movios go, ,r 'Dhe Shining" is pretty good. It's scary, but 
doesn't rely a whole lot on goro and guts (though there is a touch of that 
in the film). What is unfortunate is the movie is a bit muddled. A lot of 
things weren't all that clear, cuid a number of events that happen really 
aren't explained. I would have a very difficult time understanding some of 
the stuff, if I hadn't had someone there who had read the book. I guess that 
makes "The Shin^mg" a lot like one of Kabrick^s ofther movies, "2001"* 

The movie is the story of a family (Jack Nicholson, Sholly Duvall and

The 'film cloconjfc tell you why , all 
these people appear: tho firc-v half concentrated so much on the murder of 
the family ten years before* ar.O. rein fore emer i later in the film only seems 
to confirm this*, It was only by talking with Jeanine later that I found out

If I had to rate the movie ^ I'd give it about a S! E". The . camera 
work and sets are .good, Ilicholscn puts in a great performance (he has the 
audience roaring with laughter in some cases oven as he goes about his mani- 
acal business) j but Kubrick makes a film that is just a bit liard to compre- 
hend without some inside information „
